1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed 01 December 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-80 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest a method of using 
at least two cards with a single reader which has a touch sensitive transparent 
membrane, the method comprising the steps initiating a session of an application when 
a first of the cards associated with the application is inserted into the reader; 
maintaining the session active when the first card is removed from the reader and a 
second of the cards is to be inserted into the reader, wherein the second card 
comprises printed indicia thereon, each indicia corresponding with an associated action 
a memory having stored therein data associated with the indicia and the associated 
actions; transmitting data associated with an action corresponding to a selection of one 
of the indicia by a touch applied to the transparent membrane over the one of the indicia 
of the second card; and performing the associated action corresponding to the 
transmitted data.
